Inspectors Urge Again 
Need Of Vocational^ Wing 

A. N. Belugfnb Again 
N.H.S. Board Chairman 



"A large number of the pupils 
are taking advantage of the op- 
portunities afforded by the com- 
mercial course and it is hoped 
that at a not too distant date 
the vocational side of the school 
will be still further developed 
by the inclusion of courses in 
shop-work and home economics.'* 

This comment was made in the 
report of Inspectors C. W. Robb 
and G. L. Gray, read at the in- 
augural meeting of the 1944 
high school board in the council 
chamber last evening. 

School "accommodations," 16 
different items, a 1 1 received 
grade one ratings. The report 
said that the school "presents an 
attractive appearance." 

"The play area, while of ample 
size, is not as level as one could 
wish," said the report. 

Trustee W. J. Geer said that a 
heavier roller than was available 
was needed. Trustee W. J. Pat- 
terson thought that the field 
could be improved when the 
school extension was built. 

"Throughout the inspection we 
were impressed by the spirit of 
industry and co-operation which 
characterized the conduct of the 
pupils," said the report. Under 
"health principles" was noted: 
"The teachers give attention to 
t h e heating, ventilation and 
lighting of the rooms," 

"This school has an unusually 
good selection of books in the 
library," said the report. 

Chairman A. N. Belugin told 
the board that Dr. J. H, Wesley, 
M.O.H., before his illness, had 
discussed with him a tuber- 
culosis skin test for all pupils, 
with an x-ray examination for 
pupils whose reactions were 
positive to the test. 

On the motion of Trustees

SOCIAL SECURITY 
IS COMING 

The proposed social legislation outlined by the 
speech from the throne should have enthusiastic 
approval. More generous (contributory) old- 
age pensions, health insurance that will provide 
free medical, dental and hospital services, aid in 
building homes and family allowances mean a 
social revolution. These social reforms will put 
a Door under every Canadian's feet. He won't 
have the same chance of sinking into the quick- 
sands of poverty, want and ill-health. The extent 
to which he can rise above this social security 

floor will still depend on his individual initiative 
and enterprise. 

The promise to the fanner that there will be 
a floor under his prices (in addition to the ceil- 
ing above them) seems only fair. Fanners have 
labored long and hard during this war. Some 
of them have made what has seemed like a little 
bit of money, but many older farmers have so 
over-taxed their strength that they will not have 
any great enjoyment of their returns. They have 
been soldiers giving their lives and their health. 
It will be only fair that those farmers who arc 
able to carry on after the war and those farmers 
who return from the armed forces should enjoy 
an income that will make them feel that farm life 
is worth-while. Farm income has gone down, 
comparatively with the income of persons em- 
ployed in Industry, over a period of 30 years, 
and it is now time to check that tendency. 



TORONTO VICTIMIZED 

The complaint is made, on behalf of the city 
of Toronto, that that city, through the Toronto 
and York Roads commission, helps to pay for 
some of the main pavements through other 
municipalities. That would be true of New- 
market's Main St., which is a county highway. 
It is also true that Toronto firms do a large share, 
maybe half, of the retail business done on New- 
market's Main St. and nearly all of the whole- 
sale business. The real problem is not how 
Tbronto's contribution can be lessened but how 
it can be brought up to what it should be.

•Hie alleged "dean of U.S. country editors** has 
died. William Allen White published a daily 
newspaper in Emporia. Kansas, a city of (we 
guess) 15,000 population. New York no doubt 
regarded Emporia as a country village, and New- 
York's editors called him "the dean of country 
editors;* We hope that the crown now passes 
to the editor of a real country weekly. 

If we could get on with Winston Churchill's 
dream of a union of the British Commonwealth 
and the United States, and the removal of need- 
less barriers between Canada and the United 
Stales, we would claim the North American 
country editor crown for Hugh Templin of 
Fergus, Ontario, who recently completed (al- 
though still in his forties) 25 years* of writing 
a full page of editorials every week (and tapping 
them out on the linotype himself). At the 
moment he has no male help in publishing the 
eight-page weekly Fergus News-Record. 

Alternatively, we would claim the title for C.

Howard Ferguson the other day suggested to 
Premier George Drew that municipal elections 
should all be held on the same day, preferably 
New Year's day, so that all Ontario people would 
be talking municipal elections at the same time 
and so create more interest.

She is being asked to operate a day- 
nursery rather than teach. What is the solution? 
Should Newmarket be prepared to open another 
class-room next fall in case present attendance 
figures are maintained or increased? Or could 
junior room classes be divided in two, half of the 
children to attend in the morning and half in the 
afternoon? That would give the teacher a chance 
to be a teacher, and would save the children 
from what must be a rather tedious time. With 
the three schools in use, it would be quite possible 
to cater to parents who would prefer to have 
their children in school all day and those who 
would like the shorter period with more personal 
attention.

IMMIGRATION 
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Br BAia Incus Coivii.it 



We hear so much these days 
of the pros and cons of allowing 
freer immigration into Canada 
ifter the war that it makes us 
♦hink of a problem, which didn't 
°nter into our thoughts, the 
thoughts of the ordinary woman 
before the war, to any great ex- 
tent. 

I looked up the word in the 
dictionary and it gave me this: 
"entering a country for the pur- 
pose of permanent residence." 

Even if the problem of im- 
migration didn't enter very 
largely into my thoughts in pre- 
war days, I DID often think, that 
with so many over-crowded 
countries in the world, and with 
our vast, practically uninhabit- 
ed tract of territory, there 
should be some way of bringing 
the two together. 

I know that there are undesir- 
able elements in all countries, 
including Canada, but there are 
so many desirable men and 
women in many lands, who, if 
allowed to come to us, could add 
materially to our culture, indus- 
try, science, art, music and 
agriculture. 

I wonder why the powers that 

be are afraid of them. I have 

heard of an artist in pottery, 
who has come to this country 
and is finding our clay accept- 
able for his work. Think what it 
would mean to Canada's prestige, 
if a celebrated kind of pottery 
made its home here, to go out to 
other nations carrying beauty 
from Canada wherever it went. 

And that is only one small 
contribution that immigrants, 
with a background of industry, 
or art or whatever, can make 
toward helping Canada to a 
place in the sun. 

Think what immigrants have 
done in the past. Abraham was 
an immigrant in the land of 
Canaan and there founded a 
people that kept alive belief in 
one God when all the great 
nations about them worshipped 
the many gods. 

Joseph was an immigrant — 
albeit u n w i 1 1 i n g 1 y— into the 
land of Egypt. But, being there 
he saved Egypt from famine and 
eventually, his own family. 



The Huguenots emigrated, to 
escape persecution, from France 
to Scotland and other places. 
They brought with them to their 
new homes a deep conviction 
that religion was worth leaving 
their homes for, worth starting 
all over again amongst strange 
people, and they brought with 
them also, their tireless industry 
as linen weavers, and masters of 
other crafts. 

Without the Puritans, who too 
left home for religion's sake, it 
is hard to say what form the 
United States might have taken. 

The Pilgrim fathers were stern 
moralists but they were also 
realists and set about their task 
of taming the wilderness with a 
sturdy determination that, by 
the way the United States is 
fighting, still lives in the hearts 
of their descendants. 

The Dutch immigrants, who 
settled so much in New York 
state, were well versed in the 
ways of trade and commerce. 

They roused America to aware- 
ness of the need of trade — of 
;ommerce with other nations. 

These are only a few instances 
out of the thousands, which 

might be quoted, where im- 
migrants had something to 
GIVE. 

It seems to me that, with 
nroper supervision, immigration 
is the tonic our country needs. 
A transfusion has often saved a 
life, given renewed vitality — 
Canada's life, her trade, her 
industries, her expert labor, her 
arts would all gain new life if 
this new stream were injected 
into its veins. 

Jf we refuse entrance to the 
worthy immigrant, I'm afraid 
we will be like the man with 
one talent who, through fear of 
consequences, BURIED it 

Let us use our land like the 
five and ten talent men, make it 
work and gain new glory 
through an increased working 
population; through a new vision 
of what we CAN be and do, and 
with a determination that our 
new Canadians will find a real 
homeland, where they can work 
and worship and add to that 
homeland's greatness.

Sullivan Weren't Pals 

The Newmarket Home and 
School Association held the first 
meeting of 1944 In St. Paul's 
parish hall on Wednesday eve- 
ning of last week, with many 
members and friends present. 

Group and part singing by the 
children of Vice-Principal Fred 
Hall's room, Alexander Mulr 
school, was especially well done. 
Mrs. M. B. Seldon directed the 
chorus in "Billy Boy" and "The 
Keeper" and Mr. Halt directed 
the "Vesper Hymn.** Elaine 
Robinson, Mary* Lou Little, 
Pearl Gunn, Joan Bovair, Jean 
Webster and Eloise Miller made 
up a double trio and sang beau- 
tifully, "Now the Day Is Over" 
and "Gabriel," directed by Mary 
Lou Little. 

Margaret Schrank ably render- 
ed two piano solos, "Monkeys In 
the Trees" and "The Swallows." 

Robert Martin gave a brief 
outline of the work carried on 
by the Boy Scouts. He appealed 
for helpers to train the boys in 
first aid handicrafts, wood lore 
and recreation. Mr. Martin ex- 
pressed the view that there is 
no other work among the coun- 
try's coming citizens as impor- 
tant as good scouting, and that 
the people of this town have 
failed to realize their responsi- 
bility in this direction. His main 
plea was for a cubmistress to 
take charge of the Wolf Cubs, 
whose ages range from eight to 
12 years. TTiere arc 40 little 
boys just waiting for leadership, 
he said. 

R. E. K. Rourke, associate 
headmaster of Pickering College, 
the guest speaker of the evening, 
was introduced by Rudy Renzius, 
one of the new members of the 
public school board. 

The subject of Mr. Rourke's 
entertaining and informative ad- 
dress was "Gilbert and Sulli- 
van," the famous light opera 
"team." He said that these two 
men were totally dissimilar, hav- 
ing so little in common that they 
were not even friendly outside 
their business relationship. 

Gilbert had a dynamic person- 
ality, was clever and somewhat 
of a jack-of-all-tradcs, being in 
turn a soldier, a lawyer, a journ- 
alist and finally a playwright 
and producer. He had few 
friends, said Mr. Rourke. 

Sullivan, whose father was a 
bandmaster, was, on the other 
hand likeable, and possessed a 
winning personality, said Mr. 
Rourke. He was clever, came 
of a poor family, but was 
extremely lucky. Men and 
women alike admired and loved 
him, and fortune favored him 
during his entire career. He 
numbered among his many 
friends royalty, nobility and in- 
fluential people, not only of 
England but of Europe. 

Gilbert and Sullivan were in- 
troduced to each other in 1870 
by Henry Clay, Mr. Rourke re- 
lated. The first opera they did 
together was "Trial by Jury/* 
Put on in the Gallery of Illustra- 
tion, it was intended only as an 
introduction to the evening's 
performance, but it immediately 
became a sensation. From this 
time on both men worked to- 
gether. Gilbert writing the plays 
nnd attending to the stage busi- 
ness and Sullivan writing the 
music. 

D'Oylcy Carte financed Gilbert 
and Sullivan in their early 
efforts, and it proved to be stich 
a remunerative business that he 
continued to produce their 
works. He died much wealthier 
than either Gilbert or Sullivan. 

"I venture to say that five or 
six of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas will have survived when 
all the so-called grand operas 
have been forgotten," said Mr. 
Rourke. 

In concluding his vivid por- 
trayal, Mr. Rourke stated that 
"Gilbert and Sullivan have given 
to us a source of entertainment 
of innocent merriment, which is 
typically English, and which 
compares favorably with musical 
productions of other countries." 

Through the kindness of Stew- 
art Ueare, who installed a re- 
cording machine, Mr. Rourke 
was able to play a number of 
records demonstrating the "pat- 
ter" and double chorus which 
were invented by Gilbert nnd 
Sullivan. Mrs. J. B. Bnstedo 
moved a hearty vote of thanks 

to Mr. Rourke for his splendid 
address. 

In conclusion tho president, 
Mrs. Harry Bell, stated that she 
hoped that tho Home and School 
Association would continue to 
make its Influence felt in its 
effort towards good citizenship. 
She said that plans wore being 
made for a banquet for the 
graduating entrance class and 
skating rinks where small chil- 
dren could learn to skate. 

The president also asked for 
full support by all members and 
friends of an nrt exhibit and a 
sale of used children's clothing 
which the Home and School As- 
sociation is sponsoring within 
the next few weeks.

SHOULD SEE A 
REAL FOG, SAYS 
JACK HAMILTON 



"Each e\-en!ng I have been going 
to sit down and write you a letter 
but writing home has kept me 
quite busy with my correspond- 
ence," Sgt. Jack Hamilton says in 
a letter to The Era and Express. 

"England ta quite a country but 

naturally, good old Canada comes 

first One thing we don't like over 

here Is the weather. The coI6% 
raw air seems to go clean through 
us. Some time ago we bad con- 
siderable fog and If you think we 
had fog fn Canada, you should see 
it here. One night fn particular 
another chap and I were completely 
lost. We couldn't make out build- 
ings, trees, or a single object. The 
distance was only 200 yards from 
the mess to our quarters and we 
actually wandered around the 
parade square in circles for half an 
hour. Finally we bumped into a 
sentry and he showed us the way 
with his flashlight. 

"Different weekends I have done 
a little travelling. On my first trip 
I went up to London and really saw 
the sights. I attended the morning 
service in Westminster Abbey and 
here I saw the grave of the'fJn- 
known Soldier.' I stood below Big 
Ben as It boomed out twelve noon. 
I spent hours going through 
Madame Tussaud's Wax Works. 
You wouldn't think that a wax 
figure could be made to look so 
real. Once I nearly got fooled, 
but I remembered just in timet 
Funny thing, it was the same wax 
figure that my mother was fooled 
on years ago, when she visited 
there. I think the only two things 
that we didn't have time to see 
while In London were the Tower 
bridge and the Beaver club. I hope 
to see these on my next trip up 
there. 

"On my second trip I visited 
Windsor cattle, in the town of 
Windsor. The royal pennant waa 
flying, meaning the king and 
queen were In, but just at the time 
we were there they were out 
walking in the private grounds. 
The castle and grounds are really 
a sight to see and date back as 
far as 1410. The flower-beds are 
turned over to the growing of veg- 
etables and the gardeners have done 
such a good job of it you would 
never know it. They look just like 
the flower-beds at the exhibition. 

'There is a large bronze statue 
of Queen Victoria outside the en- 
trance to the castle. Here I took a 
nfcture of Sgt. Grant Easson. from 
the Newmarket camp, and Sgt. 
Ken. Brown from Oak Ridges, 
standing In front of the statue, 
with the towers of the castle In 
the background. The picture came 
out very well and I have sent 
mother a snap, f hear today there 
Is another tour going up Sunday, 
so possibly this time we will see 
the king And queen. 

"A few weeks ago I visited rel- 
atives in Exeter. This city really 
knows what it is like to he bombed, 
r never saw anything like it. 
Block upon block flattened, and 
churches burned completely out. 
T attended the morning service in 
Exeter cathedral and saw where 
a bomb has destroyed the expensive 
organ. While in Exeter I called on 
Mr. Blight's slater and they too 
have lost everything in one of the 
raids. Outside my uncle's home 1 
saw a homb crater measuring 1M 
feet •rtross and 35 feet deep. Dur- 
ing the height of one raid he 
captured a Nazi filer that was shot 
down. I saw part of the parachute 
that belonged to the German. 

"Since being here, I have come 
across numerous town boys. I 
will try *nd name as many as t 
can remember. There Is Milt. 
Wesley, Joe Alderson, Sgt. Itoy 
Greenwood, Harold Belfry, Keith 
Cowleson, Bob McElroy, Vtm 
Mosler, Lieut Wes. Nites. Roy 
Burling (SImcoe Si)., Ivan Moulds, 
Art I-ee, ^rt Doble, Howard Sutton, 
Charlie Gordon, Bill Janes (on the 
boat), and Sgt. Bruce Andrews <on 
our draft). 

"I also met Jfmmle Still, who n 
few years ago worked In the Bank 
of Toronto.

The planting of certified aead 
potatoes for table stock wUl giva a 
heavier yield from each acre plant- 
ed to such seed, the plant protection 
division states.

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Bank President Says 
Totalitarianism Urged 

F. H. Marsh, president of the 
Bank of Toronto, In his annual 
report, said: 

*"Tfae people of Canada are 
possessed of the ability to think 
clearly when aroused to the point 
of beimr concerned about any sub- 
ject- There Is then little to fear 
in contemplating our national fu- 
ture If people stop to consider what 
a -socialistic form of government 
would mean. The common sense of 
most' Canadians; including labor. 
who would not be immune but 
would also have to conform' to such 
a system and Its regimentation, will, 
I am confident, remain- proof 
against any such plans, as would 
over-turn Canada's entire system of 
Individual freedom in growing, pro- 
ducing, manufacturing, marketing, 
export. Import, wholesale and retail 
trading, banking, investment and 
ownership. 

•Totalitarian government and 
regimentation Is what our cons are 
fighting against while the advo- 
cates of socialism are trying to have 
that very form of government 
placed In control of Canada. 

"There are many hundreds of 
thousands of Canadians who own 
their farms or homes; there are 
the owners of 5.000.000 bank 
accounts and some 4.000.000 people 
who own life insurance policies, all 
of whom are in reality capitalists. 

-Such ownership is the result of 
years of toll and thrift In a free 
country. It represents the stake 
that men hope to hand down to 
their widows and children, whose 
safe future is their keenest human 
desire. In the rural parts of Can- 
ada especially. I believe, this heri- 
tage of home and ownership and 
freedom and the right to pass It 
on will be held with determination 
and tenacity and will never be sur- 
rendered In favor of any socialistic, 
centralized state control of property 
and civil rights. 

"It Is reasonable to suppose. In 
contemplating the future, that these 
millions of pedplc will not be dor- 
mant where their own interests are 
affected and when they realize 
what socialism means in the way of 
totalitarian power." 

Mr. Marsh, In his report, empha- 
sized the Important contribution 
small Industries would make in the 
post-war period. lie said that 
smaller businesses were Important 
In relation to the life of the towns 
and villages throughout Canada. 
He said: 

"It is generally known that post- 
war planning of a constructive 
nature la under way on the part of 

governments and large-scale enter- 
prises, but there is some question 
aa to whether the medium-sized 
and smaller concerns are able to 
do much In this direction under 
the "present tax structure. Many of 
them started with little after the 
last war and In the relatively pros- 
perous twenties built up adequate 
working capital, which was ser- 
iously depleted by losses In the 
depression of the early thirties. 

"During the 1M0-39 period, profits 
were comparatively small. The 
basing of standard profits on the 

average of th*»se years has resulted 
In many Instances In little being

UMRA BOY KIUED 
M ACTON IN TALY 

Word was received on Friday 
that Cpl. James Ernest Wells, 
son of Mrs. Florence Wells, 
l/dora, was killed in action in 
Italy on Jan. 19. 

Born in Udora in 1915, Cpl. 
Wells lived here most of his life. 
Three years before the war 
started he joined the 34th On- 
tario regiment (militia) and 
went on active service in Sep- 
tember, 1939, immediately after 
war was declared. 

The 34th Ontario regiment be- 
came the Ontario tank regiment 
and Cpl. Wells trained at 
Oshawa and Camp Borden. 
When German prisoners-of-war 
started coming to Canada, Cpl. 
Wells* company acted as guards 
escorting prisoners from the 
east coast to northern Ontario 
for some time. ^ 

In June, 1941, the Ontario 
tank regiment went overseas, 
where CpL Wells took intensive 
training as a motorcycle dis- 
patch rider. 

In December, 1942, he return- 
ed to Canada, again acting as 

guard on a shipload of prisoners 

and was able to spend some time 

with friends and relatives until 
he returned to England in 
March, 1943. 

The invasion of Sicily brought 
the Ontario tank regiment into 
action for the first time and Cpl. 
Wells proved to be a fine soldier. 
In September, 1943, the Canadian 
government awarded him the 
Canadian Medal for Efficient 
Service. This medal was sent 
to his proud mother for safe 
keeping. 

All through the invasion and 
advance through Italy, Cpl. 
Wells continued on active ser- 
vice until his death on Jan. 19. 

Cpl. Wells was a well-liked 
boy and his death leaves a 
vacancy in the hearts of his 
friends that can never be filled. 
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SUTTON BOY, 24. DIES 
OF WOUNDS IN ITALY 

Pte. W. J. ("Bill") Chalmers, 
24, only son of Mrs. Martha 
Chalmers, Sutton West, died of 
wounds on Dec. 29 in Italy.
